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Response to Arguments 
Claims 1-13 are pending in this application. 

Applicant's amendment filed on October 24, 2006 requires further consideration, as 
necessitated by the substantial amendment (i.e. the incorporation of "a data packet comprising a 
plurality of cells including a header cell wherein the header cell of the plurality of cells 
comprises a header and packet data information, as well as the deletion of "at least one cell of the 
data packet" has changed the scope of the claim 1, and its dependent claim, and will require 
further consideration) to the claims which significantly affected the scope thereof. 

Prior to the amendment, the claim referred to at least one cell of the data packet, wherein 
a header cell of the at least one cell comprises a header and packet data information. In other 
words, there was one cell with header and packet data information. Also note that in an ATM 
network, a single cell may comprise one or more headers and packet data information. 

After the amendments, the claim refers to a data packet that comprises a plurality of cells 
including a header cell, wherein the header cell of the plurality of cells comprises header and 
packet data information. 

The distinction between the two amendments is that the current amendments may be 
directed towards the system, which breaks the data packet into plurality of cells for transmission 
over the network, whereas the prior amendments did not suggest breaking up a data packet into 
plurality of cells for transmission over the network. 

Therefore the claim amendments does require further consideration as it is now directed 
towards the data packet that comprises a plurality of cells including a header cell, wherein the 
header cell comprises a header and payload.
